Voter* of Pennsylvania went to tho 
polls today to cast their ballots in the 
general election of 1922. 
Through­ 
out the state, votes were polled for a 
governor, 
lieutenant 
governor, two 
United States senators, secretary of 
internal affairs and judge of the su­ 
perior court. 
A state-wide vote was 
also taken on a proposed amendment 
to the constitution of the Common­ 
wealth. 
In Gettysburg and Adams 
county, 
voters were asked to decide who shall 
represent the twenty-second Congres­ 
sional district, composed of York and 
Adams counties, in the national legis­ 
lature. 
The only strictly local elec­ 
tion was the selection of the man to ] 
represent Adams county in the State 
assembly. 
Predictions made by 
party leaders 
during the campaign of a 
fifty 
per 
cent vote being cast in Adams county 
seemed to be borne out in the early 
voting. 
Although Gettysburg voters 
were awaiting the opening of the poll­ 
ing places at 7 o’clock, this morning, 
the first rush was soon disposed of 
and the voting became listless. 
Reports from other sections of the 
county with one exception during the J 
forenoon bore out the predictions of a 
light vote. 
The exception was Bend­ 
ersville, where, it was reported, the 
balloting wa* brisk. 
This was ac­ 
counted for, however, by the fact th at 
many of the residents of Menallen 
township cast their 
ballots in 
the 
borough of Bendersville. 
Party Leaders Quiet 
There 
were 
no 
great 
activities 
among party leaders and committee 
workers at the three polling places in 
Gettysburg. 
From every indication, 
the leaders preferred to sit back and 
let the voter decide how he or she 
shall cast the ballot. 
Several auto­ 
mobiles were pressed into service by 
the two leading parties to transport 
voters to the polling places, but this 
was the only evidence of activity by 
party workers.

Thirty Two Injured in Hospital, and 
More in Sight.

Spangler, Pa., Nov. 7.—The bodies 
of 50 miners who lost their lives 
in the Reilly mine explosion here yes­ 
terday, lay in the temporary morgue 
at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Thirteen 
more were in sight in the mine, rescue 
workers said, and 32 injured were in 
the miners’ hospital. 
Leaders of the rescuers in sum m ar­ 
izing the list at th at hour expressed 
the belief that the men in the mine 
when the explosion occiirrod, we re 
not more than 112. 
There was still some uncertainty as 
to the number of men who went to 
work yesterday, but it was pointed 
out that if the number was 112 as 
some authorities believe, the missing 
17 miners probably w'ould be found in 
the eighth heading where water had 
risen so high that exploration this 
morning had been impossible. 
Even 
if these men had gone into the mine 
it was asserted they have probably 
perished. 
lf that prove true, the number of 
dead w'ould reach 80.

Spens reported without giving totals i 
that existing stock 
in the hands of 
retail dealers on October I amounted 
to barely 13 per cent, of the totals in ;

American Museum of N atural History, 
are among the more than 200 living 
and preserved specimens of 
reptile 
life brought to the museum by an ex­ 
pedition ju s t returned from a year in 
the wilds of Santa Domingo. 
H unting was carried on chiefly 
at 
night, the frogs traced by their bark­ 
ing high in the treetops. 
The first 
one captured startled the party with a 
terrific squeal, like a stuck pig. ’ 
L ater it was discovered the treetop 
frog lays its eggs on the ground. The 
eggs are very large, about th irty in 
number, and do not hatch out as ta d ­ 
poles, as do our northern frogs, but 
as complete froglets. 
A giant tree frog was found taking 
a mist bath beside a mountain to r­ 
rent. 
Its capture w as not without 
hazard, as when touched it exuded a 
milky secretion th at 
inflamed 
the 
hands and filled the air with a pungent 
and irritating vapor.

the selection of the right kind of feed­ 
ers. 
The pigs should be given a good 
start, especially if they are the fall 
crop. 


It is easy to get the pigs off to a 
good start if a creep is made for 
them while they are still with the 
row. 
As soon as they learn to eat, 
keep a supply of good, clean food be­ 
fore them and make sure that it is 
not allowed to become foul, m usty or 
moldy. 
Fix a self-feeder inside the 
creep and get the nigs accustomed to 
its use before they a re weaned. 


A good mixture for the self-feeder 
is made of 400 pounds cornmeal, 300 
pounds middlings, and IOO pounds of 
60 per cent tankage. 
This makes a 
good feed for the pigs until they 
weigh about 125 pounds when the corn 
in the m ixture may be increased to 
600 pounds. 
Keep the pigs wrell sup­ 
plied with plenty of fresh water. 
An 
exercising lot, dry sleeping quarters, 
and ample protection from w eather 
are 
other essentials 
of 
successful 
management, but these should not he 
carried to such extremes that a hot­ 
house product results. 
Agricultural Course* At State College 
The eight-weeks courses in agricul­ 
ture conducted during the wanter bv 
tho school of agriculture at State Col­

Dampness may he due to roofs that 
leak, floors that are damp, or houses 
that are closed tight without venti­ 
lation. 
The first cause is easily rem ­ 
edied. 
The second, 
that 
of 
damp 
floors, may be harder to cope with, 
but it is of most importance. 
Venti­ 
lation wall probably present the most 
serious problem, since 
it 
is 
neces­ 
sary that no drafts be caused. D rafts 
back of the perches, and directly over 
the perches are dangerous and should 
be avoided. 
The birds should also 
be protected from floor drafts. 
Over-crowdiivg is another serious 
condition, and should be prevented. 
Be sure that 
every 
hen 
has 
four 
square feet of floor space. 
This rule 
applies to the Leghorns as well as the 
heavy breeds. 


Protection of Fruit Trees. 
A t this season of the year it is w'ell 
to remind the orchardists of Adams 
County of the injury to fruit trees, 
especially young trees, by rabbits and 
mice. 
Grass and weeds around the 
trunks of the trees afford protection 
to these pests, and should bo removed. 
Where there is any reason to be­ 
lieve that rodents will damage the 
trees, the removal of weed growth 
from the 
ground 
around 
the 
tree 
should be followed by the application 
of a repellant or by the use of a 
tree protector. 
Blood smeared ort the 
trees will repel rabbits but not mice. 
A thick lime sulphur paste will us­ 
ually turn both rabbits and mice away.
